PROCLAMATION 


WHEREAS, good health for our fighting men and women and for the workers 
on the home front is of vital importance in the winning of the war; and 

WHEREAS, children must grow up physically fit if they are to assume the re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship in the post-war world; and 


WHEREAS, healthy teeth are essential to physical fitness and efficiency; and 
WHEREAS, more than 80 per cent of our people suffer from dental disease, 
imposing upon the Army and Navy the enormous task of rehabilitating these dental 
cripples to make them fit for active service; and 
WHEREAS, at this time when industrial efficiency is essential to the war effort, 
dental disease is directly or indirectly one of the chief causes of lost man-hours in 
war industries. 
NOW, THEREFORE, I, Edward J. Kelly, Mayor of the City of Chicago, pro- 
claim that the period from April 2 to April 7, inclusive, shall be designated 
-DENTAL HEALTH WEEK IN CHICAGO so that the importance of dental 
health, and the advantages in health and happiness which modern dentistry has 
to offer, may be brought to the attention of our citizens.

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Lecture Course on Socio-Economics Planned 


Public and Professional Relations Committee Considers Numerous Problems 


A meeting of the Public and Profes- 
sional Relations Committee was held on 
February 1 at which an extensive lec- 
ture course in socio-economics was con- 
sidered. The proposed course would be 
given jointly by the University of Chi- 
cago and the Chicago Dental Society. 
It would be of a larger scope and more 
apropos of the times than any previous 
course. As planned there would be 
eight lecture periods of approximately 
two and one-half hours each. The first 
sixty minutes would be occupied by a 
lecturer from the University of Chicago. 
The next twenty to thirty minutes would 
be utilized by a dentist or someone in- 
timately concerned with dentistry. Fol- 
lowing a brief intermission the last 
forty-five minutes to one hour would be 
devoted to a general discussion di- 
rected by a leader from the Chicago 
Dental Society. 


LECTURE SUBJECTS 


A tentative list of discussion sub- 
jects follows: Dentists in a Changing 
Democracy, The Health of the Ameri- 
can People, The Ability to Pay for Den- 
tal and Medical Care, Plans for Dental 
and Medical Care, Types of Group 
Action or Organization in Medicine and 
Dentistry, Organization Through the 
Action of Consumer Groups—Receivers 
of Medical and Dental Care, The Pro- 
fessions and Public Policy Concerning 
the Health Service and The Formulation 
of Public Policy Concerning the Health 
Services. 

Dr. Lon Morrey, chairman of the 
special committee to investigate the de- 
velopment of such a study course, re- 
ported that Mr. Houle of the University 
of Chicago had estimated that the en- 
tire lecture series could be presented 
for about $7.50 to $10.00 per study 
course member, if the attendance ran 
between seventy-five and one hundred. 
The report of this special committee, 
which consisted of Lon W. Morrey, 


chairman, Glenn E. Cartwright, Elmer 
Ebert, Edward J. Ryan and Clyde C. 
West was accepted and referred to the 
Board of Directors. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


Several other important matters were 
considered and special committees ap- 
pointed to study them. Chairman Tittle 
advised the committee that it was re- 
sponsible for formulating a method for 
handling complaints of the public—in 
other words, a grievance committee. He 
was authorized to appoint such a com- 
mittee, and named the following mem- 
bers: John B. LaDue, chairman; H. C. 
Haberle and Harold W. Welch. He 
also reported that a sub-committee 
should be appointed to study war serv- 
ice and post-war planning problems. A 
similar committee has been named by 
the Illinois State Dental Society and 
a cooperative study is thought desir- 
able. A new standing committee was 
also appointed to study student rela- 
tions. It is to be known as the Commit- 
tee on Student Affairs, and consists of: 
Clyde West, chairman; R. A. Anderson 
and George R. Walls. The duties of 
this committee will include dissemina- 
tion of information concerning the 
benefits of organized dentistry to the 


senior dental students in the three Chi- 


cago colleges. 
REGULAR MEETING NIGHT

Relations Committee is beset by so many 


problems which require early attention it 


was deemed advisable for the committee 
to meet at regular intervals. The mem- 
bers decided to set the first Thursday 
after the first Wednesday in each month 
as the regular meeting night.

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EDITORIAL 


CONSTRUCTIVE ACTION HAS BEEN TAKEN 


Those who spend any time in the office of the Chicago Dental 
Society soon become aware of the number of calls which are re- 
ceived from patients who are earnestly seeking the services of a 
reliable dentist. These patients naturally assume that the Society, 
representing organized dentistry and interested in the public dental 
welfare, can and will assist them in obtaining the services of a 
competent practitioner. 

The Society, however, for several years has maintained an 
adamant policy of refusing to give the name of any dentist to 
persons seeking dental attention. These people have been told that 
the Society’s roster was available in the office and that they were 
free to examine it and make a selection, but that the Society could 
not give any specific recommendation. The principal reason for 
this action on the part of the Society was the lack of a program 
for equitably distributing patient referrals to its members. It was 
felt that the Society would be vulnerable to the criticism that the 
disposal of such calls was unfair—that a certain select few were 
getting most of the referrals. This attitude was neither broad nor 
professional. 

Such a negative policy was difficult to explain and defend to 
many persistent patients. The aggregate time consumed by So- 
‘ciety employees in the disposition of these calls has béen consider- 
able and the public relations outcome has been bad. 

The plan now adopted will permit the rapid and satisfactory 
disposal of these requests. All members will have their names on 
the Society’s referral list unless they request the central office to 
delete them. The names will be arranged on cards and filed geo- 
graphically and when a request comes for a dentist located in a 
certain district, the first three names filed in that district will be 
given. Those three names will then be moved to the back of the 
file and will not be mentioned again until all others in that district 
have been given out once. Those who are specializing in cer- 
tain phases of dental practice and who wish to be so listed are 
asked to notify the central office. 

A similar rotation referral system has been operated satisfactorily 
for several years by the Chicago Medical Society. 

The plan can be operated fairly by the Chicago Dental Society 
—it will save the time of office employees; it will improve public 
relations; it will benefit mutally members of the Society and the 
public.—Robert G. Kesel.

DENTAL LABORATORIES 
PLEAD GUILTY 


A plea of guilty was filed by A. N. 
Peterson of the Universal Dental Lab- 
oratory on January 22 before Acting 
Judge Montgomery in the Cook County 
court to a charge of practicing dentis- 
try without a license. The violation 
consisted of taking impressions and mak- 
ing artificial dentures for patients who 
presented to him. The court fined him 
$200.00 and costs. 

A similar charge was filed against 
Charles P. Schroeck of 3101 North Al- 
bany Avenue. He was cited on com- 
plaints of several patients for making 
dentures without a license and pleaded 
guilty. He restored fees collected to 
the complainants and applied for pro- 
bation.

HEART AILMENT INCREASES 
IN YOUNGER GROUPS 


Coronary occlusion, a heart disease 


- which has been associated with the 


middle aged, executive type of man, is 
found to be more prevalent in the 
younger age groups, according to Dr. 
Irving S. Wright, consultant in medi- 
cine with the Sixth Service Command. 

In an address before the Chicago 
Heart Association recently, Dr. Wright 
cited the records of one hundred such 
fatal cases in soldiers under thirty-six 
years. He said that seventy-three of 
eighty cases studied before death were 
overweight and that of thirty-nine in 
which an autopsy showed heart scars, 
only six previously had reported to sick 
call. Dr. Wright believes that more at- 
tention should be given to coronary 
conditions in young people. 
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NAVY DEVELOPS DENTAL 
EXHIBIT 


An exhibit of oral diseases and max- 
illofacial injuries has been prepared to 
be shown at dental meetings throughout 
the country. The exhibit was collected, 
designed and constructed by Comdr. S. 
S. Wald, DC, USNR, at the U. S. Naval 
Hospital, Brooklyn, with the cooperation 
of Capt. G. E. Robertson, MC, USN, 
medical officer in command. It consists 
of transparency boxes measuring 5 feet 
high and 3 feet wide. On the inclined 
sides are mounted series of 5 by 7 inch 
pictures in color taken by Commander 
Wald which illustrate procedures used in 
treating oral diseases and maxillofacial 
injuries.

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Cancellation of the Midwinter Meet- 
ing of the Chicago Dental Society has 
been the cause for much discussion 
among dentists.

I. G. Negr: “The cancellation was a 
necessary compliance with a govern- 
mental request. Perhaps the Society will 
benefit because more attention will be 
paid to the other activities. A two 
day clinic meeting with registration lim- 
ited to the men in the Chicago area 
might be an idea.” 


H. J. Drona: “If that powers that be 
think the cancellation will help the war 
effort, then it was the right thing to do. 
The Chicago Dental Society should en- 
courage the essayists who were scheduled 
to participate in the meeting to accept 
invitations to present their material be- 
fore local groups which are not banned 
from holding meetings.” 


E. H. Kramp: “Cancellation of the 
Meeting was very unfortunate. Nothing 
replaces the Midwinter Meeting in edu- 
cational features. That it is tops is indi- 
cated by the large annual attendance. 
Both the Army and Navy recognized its 
importance in previous years by sending 
large numbers of their personnel as well 
as valuable exhibit material to the 
Meeting.” 


P. A. WLopxowsk!: “Under the cir- 
cumstances the Society could do nothing 
but cancel. There can be no substitute 
for the Midwinter Meeting. It should be 
re-established as an annual event as soon 
as possible.” .

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What Now? 
By Frederick T. Barich 


Permanent Peace! Now, there is something! It certainly 
is a beautiful phrase. Sounds like Utopia, doesn’t it? Where 
are the simpletons who believe such a condition possible? My 
frans, they are legion! They must be because we hear it used 
daily—in fact we have heard it ever since the present scourge 
made its appearance in central Europe. One might attribute 
the present conflict, in part at least, to the propagandization 
‘of this phrase. Complacent nations believed it and passed 
the word on to their peoples. The people believed it because 
they had faith in their leaders. Most people who believe it 
now do so for the same reason. Yes, permanent peace sounds 
wonderful even to a discerning mind which has become stulti- 
fied by the prolonged pounding of war. Anything that sounds 
nice is acceptable sometimes even to tired intelligent minds. 
This conflict has been long, longer for some than for others; 
but still it has been going on for a long, long time for all of us—longer even than 
most of us realize. Conflict is part of man’s heritage. Biologically speaking, there 
exist only periodic intervals of peace. For certain species the period is longer than 
it is for others. The balance of the time is devoted to warfare—perpetual warfare. 
So you don’t believe it! All right, that’s your prerogative; but let’s take a good look 
at what goes on before our blinded eyes. Consider the lowly insect. This form of 
life supplies many kinds of birds with daily sustenance ; in turn these birds supply 
many kinds of animals with daily fare. The herbivorous animals fall prey to the 
carnivorous animals and so on—ad infinitum. Man, who is supposedly the highest 
form of life, uses all lower forms for existence and assistance. Even the same kind 
of animals or man will attempt to oust others from their domains in order to get a 
new home or new supply of food. When this happens you have war and it is hap- 
pening all the time. If they are not at war they are preparing for it either offensively 
or defensively. The weaker invariably fall to the stronger and when the weaker be- 
come stronger they try once more to recover their losses. Sometimes they succeed and 
sometimes they fail; but they will always try and in trying they produce war. How in 
the name of common sense can we have perpetual peace when we actually are a part 
of a biologic world’ which is engaged in perpetual warfare? Peace—permanent 
peace—comes to all biologic forms including man only after death.

January 16, 1945 


The fifth monthly meeting of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society was called to order 
by President Oppice at 8:00 p.m. 

A motion was regularly made and 
severally seconded that the reading of 
the minutes of the December 19 meet- 
ing be dispensed with inasmuch as they 
had already been published in THE 
ForTNIGHTLY Review. Motion carried. 

Motion was then regularly made and 
severally seconded, that the minutes of 
the meeting of December 19 be approved 
as prepared by the Secretary and pub- 
lished in the January 1 issue of THE 
ForTNIGHTLY Review. Motion carried. 

Reports of Boards and Standing Com- 
mittees—none. 

Reports of Special Committees—none. 

Unfinished Business— 

President Oppice announced that at 
the regular meeting of December 19 a 


motion to approve a plan for suggesting 


names of ethical dentists to the public 
upon request had been tabled. Follow- 
ing this announcement a motion was 
regularly made and severally seconded 
that this question be considered by the 
membership at this time. Motion car- 
ried. 

The Secretary then reread the plan 
as proposed at the December 19 meet- 
ing. (This plan was published in full in 
the January 1 issue of THe ForTNIGHTLY 
Review.) Dr. William Weingart moved 
that this plan be amended by limiting 
the names of dentists suggested to dis- 
charged service men for a period of five 


-years. This motion failed for lack of a 


second. President Oppice then called for 
a vote on the original motion. Motion 
carried. 

President Oppice then announced for 
the information of the membership that 
all Midwinter Meeting committees were 
proceeding as usual with their plans for 
the 1945 Midwinter meeting pending 
the decision of the War Committee on 
Conventions upon our formal applica- 
tion for a permit to hold this meeting. 

At this point the President introduced 
Lt. Col. Emil Aison and Lt. Col. Leon 
M. Stern, both of whom had just re- 
turned from overseas duty with the Den- 
tal Corps of the U. S. Army. 

President Oppice then presented Dr. 
Harold Hillenbrand, Chairman of the 
Monthly Meeting Program Committee, 
who in turn introduced Comdr.

At the conclusion of 
Comdr. Paffenbarger’s discussion on “A 
Rational Technic for Silicate Cement,” 
the audience asked numerous questions 
on this subject. 

Dr. Hillenbrand thanked Comdr. 
Paffenbarger for his instructive and re- 
alistic attack on a real problem of all 
dentists.. 

There being no further business the 
meeting adjourned at 10:00 p.m.

NEW TYPE MONEY ORDER AVAILABLE 


A new and inexpensive type of money order designed as a safe and convenient 


way of sending money through the mails went on sale February 1. 


It is known as 


the postal note and is available in any amount up to $10.00. There are eleven 
denominations of notes, from $0 to $10.00 in even amounts of dollars, and there are 
eighteen denominations of postal note stamps, from 1 cent to 90 cents, which are 
to be used to care for uneven amounts. A charge of 5 cents is made for a note in 
any amount up to $10.00. 

No application is required; the purchaser goes to the money order window and 
asks for a note or notes in the amount desired. For instance, if a note in the amount 
of $7.09 is wanted—the clerk attaches and cancels a nine cent stamp to a seven 
dollar note and on payment of $7.09 plus the 5 cent charge for the note it is given 
to the purchaser. The purchaser after writing the name of the person or concern 
for whom it is intended in the space provided on the face of the note, and placing 
the sender’s name and address on the back, and later detaching the record stub on 
which he has recorded the payee’s name, which stub is the purchaser’s receipt, the 
note is mailed. While the maximum amount of a postal note is $10.00, there is no 
limit as to the number that may be purchased at one time. The note is valid for 
two months from the date of purchase and may be paid at any post office within 
the continental United States. After two months unpaid postal notes shall be sent 
by, the remitter or payee with request for refund to the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, Division of Money Orders, Washington 25, D. C.
